Over the past several years there has been a steady escalation in the 
number and amounts of malpractice claims against the physician. In the vast 
majority of cases, when litigation goes to the courts the doctor is exonerated. 
One can hardly measure the intangible, but nonetheless substantial, non¬ 
monetary damage in mental and emotional anguish the physician goes 
through in the trying times of a law suit. I know all too well, having gone 
through that route myself. 

Undoubtedly, there has been an increased amount of tension and hos¬ 
tility between the two professions of law and medicine. The doctor has 
become suspicious of his legal colleagues and feels little disposed to coope¬ 
rate with the attorney when a non-malpractice personal injury case comes 
into being. Regardless, the physician has a responsibility to care for his 
patient to the best of his ability; but over and above this, he has some legal, 
if not moral, obligation to furnish the necessary information when litigation 
is initiated by his patient to recover for damages. 

The Mahoning County Bar Association has in general agreed to the fol¬ 
lowing: 

a) Setting guidelines to provide for taking the deposition of physicians 
as often as possible (to minimize court appearances). 

b) Setting guidelines for giving reasonable advance notice to physicians 
when their presence in court will be required. 

c) Setting guidelines for prepaying the reasonable charges for re¬ 
quested medical reports. 

d) Setting guidelines for protecting the physician fee bill balance. 

These are, in general, reasonable initiatives on the part of our legal 
brethren. In exchange they are desirous of setting guidelines for basic 
reasonable charges for medical reports, court appearances and depositions. 
It is my feeling that, as an officer of your County Medical Society, I have 
absolutely no authority to set or recommend fees that you charge your 
patients. To extend this further, in no way can 1 set up a fee schedule you 
charge attorneys. You must decide that which you consider just and reasona¬ 
ble and I have so informed the Bar Association representative. 

Obviously, there are a small few who charge fees that are abnormally 
high or even outrageous. To those I can only advise “fiscal temperance”. 
As to a final guideline, that of furnishing a medical report within a reasona¬ 
ble time, I can only say that common courtesy, if not to the lawyer, to the 
patient you have cared for, at least demands it. 

In many ways, I disagree with the attorneys as to the fee for services. 
We as physicians care for patients on a strictly fee for service basis. The 
size of our fee remains the same whether the patient and attorney collect 
a windfall settlement or lose the case completely. We do not give care to 
patients “on contingency”. I therefore must make a plea to our legal col¬ 
leagues that they urge their clients to set up some mechanism for paying 
their just medical bills, since these are not contingent upon legal settlement. 
They exist as a financial obligation, over and above the outcome of any 
legal maneuver. I can not understand the proposition that a physician be 
forced to wait for as much as two and three years to collect a fee for services 
rendered. If you are so forced to wait, is your bill then null and void (after 
this undue wait) on the unsuccessful legal action??
